1 . In response to the Office action mailed September 25, 2007 the 
Amendment has been received on December 26, 2007. 

Claims 1 and 2 have been amended.

Claims 1-9 are currently pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter

2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 is allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a 

transmission imager, comprising: a radiation detector that is a combination of two, first 
and second, radiation detectors for detecting transmitted X-rays, the first radiation 
detector arranged with a detecting surface at a center of the first radiation detector 
extending substantially at a right angle to a first reference axis which extends from a 
center to a target, and the second radiation detector arranged with a detecting surface 
at a center of the second radiation detector extending substantially at a right angle to a 
second reference axis which extends from the center to the target, the first radiation 
detector arranged to be moved to and from the target by the action of a driving 
mechanism and thus positioned further from the target than the second radiation 
detector, and wherein the radiation source is specifically arranged in relation to the two, 
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first and second, radiation detectors so that its target comes at an angle to face a 
cathode which is disposed . closer to the second radiation detector as claimed in 
combination with all of the remaining limitations of the claim. 

Claims 2-9 are allowed by virtue of their dependence.

Takemoto (US Patent 6,630,676 B2) teaches an x-ray imager 
comprising a radiation detector moved to and from an x-ray target by the action of a 
driving mechanism. Green (US Patent 7,065,175) and Birks et al. (US Patent 
3,989,944) teach the radiation detectors that is a combination of two, first and second,

radiation detectors for detecting transmitted X-rays.
